CALIFORNIA WAY TO “SKIN A CAT” 
Securities of oil companies have 
taken a 
sudden 
shoot upward in the m arket because of a recent de­ 
rision by the supreme court of California upholding 
the new law of th at state which forbids the wastage 
of natural gas. The effect is to restrict the daily flow 
cf oil wells to the extent that their owners must pro­ 
vide storage space for the gas that comes up with tile 
petroleum, until it can be piped 
away and sold to 
consumers. 
This is an indirect method of attaining the result 
which the large producers have heretofore been un­ 
able to bring about— a lessening of the supply of new 
oil until sales and consumption the country over can 
ratch up with the large accumulated stocks of gaso­ 
line and oils now on hand. It will force many small 
independent oil operators to close down because Hhey 
are not equipped to take care of the gas by-product

Brickier, county superin­ 
tendent of Hayea county, deserves 
j particular credit for his work in 
western Nebraska. Taylor said. Every 
school district in Hayes county 
! planted trees In 1928 and brought 
I through a survival of at least five 
trees on every school grounds. 
Val Husks of the Burlington re­ 
ported that the railroad wag clean­ 
ing up Ms parks, making plantings to 
beautify them, putting in green 
grass where cinders had been before, 
screening unsightly place, and do­ 
ing everything possible to make the 
right of 
way 
pissant to their 
patrons. They put out 120,000 tulip 
bulbs during the past yesr and 
hope to have tulips to givs to their 
women passengers 
Fred Taylor, agricultural agent of 
the Burlington, reported that they 
had planted in co-operation with 
the extension service nine plantings 
in 1928 Mid fifty-seven in 1929 
These trees are intended to replace 
unsightly snow fences. Section men 
have taken care of them in a race 
to see which gang can bring through 
the most trees. Survival has aver­ 
aged 80 per cent, Taylor said. In 
eighteen months some of the trees 
were six feet high. 
Lancaster county women’s clubs 
were represented by several women 
Interested in a program in which 
they can help beautify the road­ 
sides and driveways of farms. Mrs. 
O. J. Hitchcock of Havelock was the 
spokesman of the group. They were 
ugred by Dr. Pool of the university 
botany department to use sumac, 
native grass, and native flowers in 
their work. 
Park Commissioner Baer of Lin­ 
coln reported that 26,000 trees had 
been planted in Lincoln parks in 
1929 and that about 22,000 would 
be put out In 1930. most of them 
in Pioneers park. All the 600 miles 
of parkways in the city have been 
planted, he said.

the district and in addition to sup­ 
ply the village of Ithaca which Is 
located two miles outside the boun­ 
daries of the district. The district 
has continued to function and sui>- 
ply users with electricity in spite of 
the litigation. ’ 
O riginal Law Im plied. 
The oi ik rial law was declared in­ 
valid by the court for the reason 
that it authorized private Individ­ 
uals to create the boundaries of an 
improvement district, the improve­ 
ments to be paid for by taxes levied 
upon the property within the dis­ 
trict 
The court held that ’n this 
manner the legislature had illegally 
delegated 
to private individuals 
legislative and 
judicial functions 
contrary to the provisions of the 
state and federal constitutions 
The law passed to eliminate these 
objections was invalidated on the 
grotind that it was not a complete 
act in itself, but was dependent up­ 
on a former act which had been 
declared invalid. 
The third law passed in 1927, in­ 
tended to avoid all objections pre­ 
viously raised, was challenged on 
much the same grounds, and In Ad­ 
dition raised the objection that it 
was special legislation granting the 
district exclusive privileges. 
Regarding this law the court says: 
“Senate File 68 is primarly for the 
purpose of passing a curative act 
which will validate $30,000 worth of 
bonds which have been Issued years 
ago under laws that have been de­ 
clared to be void and unconstitu­ 
tional. and a careful study of It im­ 
presses the court with the fact that 
the present legislation is open to 
many of the same objections a., the 
former legislation.”

The court adds that in its opinion 
the general Incorporation laas of 
the state will permit the organiza­ 
tion of a company that will give the 
relief desired and carry out all ob­ 
ligations of the district.

Madrid Crowds C h e e r

Premier Primo de Rivera was often 
called, was buried in a modest grave 
in the family plot at San 
Isidro 
cemetery today with the highest of

lions as the solemn cortege passed, 
cheered for the king and Spain. 
Hie monarch attended ma&* In the 
railroad station chapel wh<me Primo 
rested in state, but did not march

Don Fernando Bourbon, a cousin, 
fellowed the coffin as a represent* 
alive of his majesty. 
Marching behind were members 
of the Berenguer cabinet, foreign 
diplomats and highest officials of 
the nation, all afoot. 
Im p re ssiv e C e rem o n y . 
As the national anthem thrilled 
out, distant batteries fired a twen* 
tv-one gun salute. Army airplanes 
new above the troop-lined route 
to the cemetery and all the honors 
were paid in accordance with the 
former premier'! full rank of cap* 
ta ta-general.

carried from the railroad chapel on 
the shoulders of his former aides to 
an artillery caisson awaiting in the 
courtyard to carry It to the grave.
